The proPosed s.sle would transfer ownership of PG&E’s Hercules Pump station and its 44.2 acres of property,
locatefl in the- city of Hercules, and the Pipeline from its point of origin in Castro Street in the city of Richmond to
the Mirant Pittsburg Power Plant in the city of Pittsburg. SPBPC would abandon the Pump Station and remove it

from public utility service. Any demolition, remediation, and future uses of the Pump Station property will be
subject to a separate environmental review by the City of Hercules.

The Draft Mitigated Negative Declaration (Draft MND) for the project analyzes the potential impacts to the
environment that would result from PG&E’s sale of the Assets. The focus of the Draft MND analysis is on the
potential environmental impacts associated with SPBPC’s future operation and maintenance of the Pipeline and

the construction of a 5,500-foot replacement pipeline segment to replace a missing 4,000-foot pipeline section along
the Martinez, California shoreline.

The Draft MND for the project was released for public review on November 24, 2004. The Draft MND will be
